Endorse National Indian Monument 
New York Harbor. 

Washington, Sept. 21.— Added 
impetus has been given the 
movement to errect a 'suitable 
memorial to the North Ameri 
can Indian in the New York 
Harbor by the hearty co-opera- 
tion of the various orders of Red 
Men throughout the country. 

Red Men in Kentucky are in 
hearty sympathy with the move- 
ments aud resolutions express- 
ing their willingness to support 
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committee of tbre 
pointed to open and conduct 
popular subscription to aid tli 
woik, said popular subscriptioi 
to consist of two inches from 
euc'i individual Red Man and one 
inch from each "paleface" who 
may contribute. 

The movement to erect thi 
gigantic memorial to the lniadn 
at the enterance of the Nation, 
originated with Mr Rodmau 
Wauamaker, of Philadelphia, 
who, for years, has been a close 
student of the Indian ou his Na 
tive ground.
